The monitor will read 
coordinates e.g., 3f 42'E and 20*16'N. In very basic terms — the 
viewer's Autonomic Nervous System will respond to energy produced 
by the "Gestalt" or "Pattern", and this response will manifest 
it's self on the I diagram, it is this registration on the 
Ideogram that indicates that the viewer is receiving the signal 
line of the Gestalt. The viewer will begin receiving impressions 
or perceptions of the target area (site) keyed to the specific 
issues he is concerned with e.g. , structure, terrain, emotions 
etc., (See Illustration #5).
